A slight touch ofaggres- 
siveness,, or ta put it milder, a desire for 
more <elbow room: is characteristic: of 


every healthy organism. ‘I'he disposition |. 


whith has sometimes been shown by 
certain English statesmen tamely, tv sur- 
render ccttnin of our rights-nnd posses- 
sions bas been pointed at os a sign 
that we have reached the zenith of our 
power and are going down hill, Wo 
do not think there is ‘any fear of that, 
the day wo hope is far distant; though it 
cannot.bo denied. that. the growing in- 
disposition of partios in England to take 
~up--new.-colonies.- even ..when... they. .are 
going a begging like New Guinea, indi- 
cates a sort: of aldermanic, middle-nge 
content which’ was not apparent.a bun- 
dred years ago. That France therefore 
ehould desiro to extend hor’ borders, 
assuming always it can be done by fair’ 
and-propet means, is not oaly right but. 
laudable, and we should say’ it will not 
only ‘tend to’ assist. her commercially, 
but to. guarantee the peace of Europe. 
If half ie ambition and energy that have 
deen wosted by France on European 
battle fields during’ the past 160 years 
had. beén devoted ta couquering the 
waste pleces of the earth, she might bo 
now in possession ‘of a colonial empire 
rivalling’ our own, And not. only so, 
but we and they, and all the rest of 
‘Europe would bave been saved much 
trensure and bloodshed, and the peneral | 
progress of the world have been 50 
yenrs ahead of, what it is now. . : 

"It is commonly alloged against this 
colonizing policy of France that she: lias 

‘no emigration to speak of, and there 

_ fore no mind to. acquire new territory. 
That is true as regards agricultural colu- 
nics, noither has she the same pressing 
~need as we ‘have. to, find new markets 
for our manufactures... Nevertheless the 
opening up of new territories under her 
angpices, and the establishment. of a 
atrong’ and just government in the place 
of nativo anarchy, may be productive of 
the greatest benefit to her, to the ter- 
titory itself and to the world at large, 
No sone man will deny tliat India is 
immeasurably better off under British} 
rule than it would have beon-if still left 
under the native princes, or will main- 
tein that if the whole thing: had to be 
gone over agnin we-should not do very 
much as we did. ‘The present position of 
Franco in Tonquin might easily be pa- 
rallelled by pnssages from the conquest 
of Indio. How far the parallel may bo 
continued wo of course cannot say, but 
up to this it clearly does not lie in our 
mouths to condemn or ;idicule their 
action, 

‘bat they will persist in their present 
object, the conquest ‘of ‘Tonquin, there 
appears to be no doubt, and China wilt 
have to make up her mind to moderate 
her demands as best she may. If Im- 
perial soldiers in any great number con- 
tinue to be sent into ‘Lonquin, retaliation 
in one form or otuer will be bound to 


follow. That France will not willingly. 


interfere with the trade of- any of the 
Ports we. may be sure, still se cannot 
allow a guerilla war, fostered and paid for 
by the mandarins across the border, td 
go.on for.years, and it may. bo nevessary 
to strike Lack, The seizure of one or 
other of the large Islands kas the merit 
of reducing ‘the risk of complications 
with thé othar Powors, but has this 
drawback, that neither of thom, except 
Chasan, which again is under a sort of 
guarantee by England, has a convenient 
mon-of-war anchorage, and thon again 
it does not follow that China: would, 
oven then, he any more inclined to 
yiold than-betore... We beliove there is 
a good dent of parleying to be done yet 
before anything decisive is arrived at. 
China ‘as -nsual counts that time will 
fight on her side, but in this ense we 
think sha is mistaken and could get 
better terms now, if she only would ac- 
od them, than she is likely to get hore- 
after. ;

The posi- 
tion of Ohusan, lying as it does opposite the 
port of Ningpo and the mouth ‘of the Yang- 
tsze-keang, would cause its uccupation by a 
hostile and powerful European force to 
amount to a grip at the throat of the China 
trade, since such 2 forea would be able 
virtually to blockade not only Ningpo and 
Shanghai, but also all the ports on the 
Yang-tsz0-keang. It need only bo added, 
to account for the anxicty felt on the sub- 
ject by tho English merchants at Hongkong, 
that a blockade of this extent, atrictly 
enforced, would at once puta stop to the 
silk trade and to the export of all toas from 
the contral provinces of the Empire.

“Tho Chinese Authorities: at Foochow 
evidently consider. that at tho present 
critical junctiuro, it is advisablo to bo kept 
woll posted with affairs at Pagoda An- 
chorage. With this view, a petty Man- 
darin has recently been selected (his ap- 
ointment ddting from the French Corvette 
Voltas" call) to: visit the Anchorngs by 
etcam launch daily, and upon return to 
Foochow cach evening, ‘to make no official 
report of the aspect of affairs at Mamoi, 

Soveral more of the native banks in-Foo- 
chow havo suspended payment during tho 
+past weck, the largest failure being that of 
“Leong Poh, who has for_some years carried 
on: business. in Kwan Ing Chung Streot, 
and becama bankrupt on Saturday evening 
laat, with, rathor heavy liabilities. Soon 
after the failure was anuounced, tho pro- 
inises were completely, wrecked by the cre- 
ditors, assisted by the mob, -The samo 
day, a small banker named’ Zk Chee also. 
became insolvent, but only dealing with 
hundred cash - notes, tho liabilities aro 
amall, and thore is a probability, of a com- 
position being made; as also in the case 
of anothar-banker named Leong Ngwitn 
who becamo bankrupt the previous day, 
but whoso ‘preimists have not been de- 
yastated. As almost invariably the houses 
occupied by defaulting bankers are .im- 
mediately destroyed, owners of this des- 
eription, of property’ protect themeelyes, 
as farns possible, eithor by having depos- 
ited a sum equivalent to the value of the 
premises, or else, by charging exorbitant 
rents, thus insure against ‘any very heavy 
losses in caso of failure of tenants and 
dastruction of their property, . Several of 
the recent failures have. beon occasioned by 
false rumours of tho instability of ‘ houses” 
being circulated by unscrupulous China- 
men, who by croating a panic, are afforded 
an opportunity of looting bankers’ houses. 
Two of such scoundrels were srrested a fow 
days ago and conveyed into the City for 
trial, and it ia to be hoped that their punish- 
ment. will, bo as severe as the gravity of 
their effence desorves.—Foochow Herald. 


OHINESE GUNBOAT PRACTICE 
AT FOOCHOW, F 

Wo have -received. furthor infurmation 
‘regarding -the - disastrous.: accident ‘which 
recently occurred ot Matson “Island, and 
to which we alluded in the Heralds’ last 
issue. It appears that the Chinese Gunboat. 
Yang Woo, steamed out frow Pagoda 
Anchorage on the morning of the 21st 
Jau. and upon the following day, the: 
weather being clear and fine, commenced 
target practice at a rango of between 
1,500 and.2,000 yards, firing- somo twenty 
ahots and shells, most of which were 
well aimed. From a disgram, with which 
wo have been kindly furnished, it appears 
that the target was erected on the 
shorg- uf Matsou Island in front of 
a range of hills, tho height of. ‘which 
(about 200 feet) was:*copsidered sofft- 
cient protection for the tyo villages’ on 
the island ;—the one nearest to tho target 
boing slightly out of tho line of fire, whilst 
the village of ‘Ta Pa was unfortunately in 
a direct line with both the target and the 
Chinese Gunboat. . The. shooting being 
generally good, the-only way to account

Inareport on declarations of war, Colonel] 
Maurice disposes at once and for over of 
the thepry that modern, nations hold: them- 
selves bound to give formal noticd’ of their 
inteation to make war, even by withdraw- 
ing their Embassios or aro accustomed to 
hold: long preliminary pourpiarlers, or to 
consider that there is anything wrong, when 
they bave a quarrel on hand, in seizing 
“material guarantees” for the redress of 
their real or imaginary grfevances.. In 1801
